my Friend, to what Puhlick fe this Noble 
Fabrick was converted. In anfwer to which, 


fays he, Thisis the place where fo many Let. 

ters have been direCted which were put into the Gazet, concerning a 
difcovery of many Abufes and Irregularities committed in His Maje- 
{ties Navy; and great Encouragements were offer’d tothe Authors of 
thofe Letters, to Appear and Juftifie what Ilegai and Unwarrantable 
Practices they could charge upon any Perfon or Perfons commiflion’d in 
that Service under the Government. And pray, faid I, what became 
of that matter at laft, about which there was fo great a Buffle? You 
muft be careful, fays my Friend, how you ask Queftions in fuch Af- 
fair’s ; and it behoves me to be as Cautious how I Anfwer any. 
But to divert you from your Enquiries, Pll tell you a Story, viz. A 
Merry Cobler, as he fat Stich'ae in bis Stall, was Singing a piece of his 
his own Corsofition to tidalge wis-Chearful Humour, wherein he very often 
repeated thefe following Vi'ords, viz.

Queen, and the Queen tothe King? The Bufie Cri{pin Swatches up his Strap, and 
lays it, with all his Might, crojs the Shoulders of the Impertinent Querift, Paffi- 
onately expreffing himfelf in thefe Words, viz. How now, Sawce-Box! It’s 
a fine Age welive in, when fuch Cocks-combs ‘as you muft be pryiag 
into 
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into matters of State’ Vd have you to know, Sirrah, Iam too Loyal 
a Subject to betray the Kings Secrets, and-pray get ye goue, and don’t 
interrupt me in my Lawful Occupation, ledt 1 ftick my Aul in your 
Arfe, and mark you for a Fool that meddles with what you have no. 
to do with. The Cobler being an Old Sturdy Grizzle, the bellow was forcd 
to bear both with this Correction and Reproof: Aud Shraging his Shoulders, 
was glad to {peak off about his Bann { know, faid I, how to apply 
the MoralGf yout Sey 5 agd fhall therefore be very Caretul how [| 
trouble yous with any fuch Queftions for: the futute, chat are either im- 
proper for me to Ask, or inconfiftent with-your fatefy to diré€tly An- 
fwer. 


By this time we were come to the Door of the moft Eminent 
Coffee-Houfe at thisend of the Town, which my Friend had betore pro- 
pos’d to give mé a Sight of. Accordingly we blunder’d thro’ a dark 
Entry, whtte the Black-guard of Quality were playing, their unlucky 
Tricks, and Damning each other in their Mafters Dialect, Arm’d with 
Flambeaus again{ft the approaching Night, that the Grandure of the Great 
and Fortunate, may not be hid by Darknefs, but Shihe in their proper 
Sphere above !effer Mortals, by a diftinguifhable Laftre. At the end 
6f the Entry, we afcended a pair of Stairs, which brought us into an 
Old-fafhion’d Room of a Cathedral Tenement, where a very Gaudy 
Crowd of Odoriferous Tom-Effences were walkmg backwards and for- 
wards, with their Hats in their Hands, not daring to convert ’em to 
their intended ufe, left it fhould put the Fore-tops of their Wigs into 
aires We faueez’d thro’ the Fluttering Aflembly of Snuffing 
Peripateticks, till we got tothe end of the Koom; whereyata {mall Table, 
we fat down, and Obferv’d, tho’ there was abundance’ of Guefts,, there 
was very little to do, for it was as great a Rarity to hear any Body 
call for a difh of Politicians Porridge, or any other Liquor, as it is to 
hear a Spunger in a Company ask what’s to Pay, or a Beaa call for a 
Pipe of Tobacco; their whole Exercife being to Charge and Difcharge 
their Noftrils; and keep the Curles of their Perriwigs, in their proper 
Order. The Clacking of their Snufh-box-Lids, in opening and fhut- 
ting, making more Noife than their Tongues; and founded as Terri- 
ble in my Ears, as the Melancholy Ticks of fo many Death-Watches. 
Bows and Cringes of the neweft Mode, were here exchang’d ’twixt 
Fr.end and Krend, with wonderful exactnefs, being the fineft Accademy 
for a Painter to learn to draw the Sign of the Sa/utation for a Tavern, 
in the whole Univerfe. They made a humming like fo many Hornets 
in a Country: Chimney, not with their Talking but with their Whit 
pering over their wew Ménuets and Borzes, wich their Hands in their 
Pockets, if freed from their Snufh;Box, by which you might under- 
ftand they had moft of them been Travellers into the Seven Provinces, 
from whence they deriv’d that Cuftom. Amongft °em were abundance 
of Officers, or Men who by their Habit appear’d to be fuch; but look’d 
as tenderly, as if they carried their Down Beds with them into the 
Camp, and did not dare to come out of their Tents in a Cold Mors 
ning, till they had Eat a Mefs of Plum-Panada for Breakfaft, to de- 
fend their Stomachs from the Wind. Yet thro’ a Principle of undaun-

their

the ends of this Principal Room were other Apartments, where, I 
fuppofe, the Beaz-Poiltiques retired upon extraordinary Occaflons, to 
talk Nonfence by themfelves about State Affairs, that they might not 
be Laugh’d at. 


Having fat all this while looking about us, like a couple of Minerva’s 
Birds among fo many fazo’s Peacocks, admiring their Gaity ; we began to 
be thoughtful of a Pipe of Tobacco, which we were not affur’d we could 
have the Liberty of Smoaking, left we fhould offend thofe fweet-Breath- 
Gentlemen, who were always running their Notes in the Arfe of a 
Crvet-Cat. But, however, we ventur’d to call for fome Inftruments of 
Evaporation, which were accordingly brought us, but with fuch a kind 
of unwillingnefs, as if they would have much rather been rid of our 
Company; for their Tables were fo very Neat, and fhin’d with Rub- 
ang, like the upper Leathers of an Aldermans Shooes, and as brown. as 
the Top of a Country Houfe-Wifes Cupboard. The Floor as clean 
Swept asa Sir Courtly’s Dining-Room, which made us look round, to fee 
if there were no Orders hung up to impofe the forfeiture of fo much 
Mop-Money upon any Perfon that fhould Spit out of the Chimney Cor- 
ner. Notwithftanding we wanted an Example to encourage us in our 
- Porterly Rudenefs, we order’d ’em to light the Wax-Candie, by which 
we ignify’d our Pipes, and blew about our Whiffs with a5 little concern. 
as if wehad been in the Company of fo many Carmen; at which feveral 
Sir Foplins that were near us, drew their Faces into as many Peevifh Wrin- 
kles asthe Beaws at the Bow-/lreet Coftee-houfe, near Covent-Garden did, 
when the Gentleman in Mafquerade came in amongft ’em with his 
Oy fter-Barrel Muff, and Turnip-Buttons, to ridicule their Foppery. But, 
however, we (regardlefs of their grimaces, by which they exprets’d their 
Difpleafure) puffd on our unfavory Weed, till we had clear’d one 
corner of the Room, and feparated the Beaus from the more Sociable 
Party, and made ’em fly to a great Window next the Street, where 
there was fuch Snifting and Snuffing, that the reft of the Company 
could fcarce keep their Countenances. : 


Juft in this Interim, whilft the Gaudy knot of Effeminate Philogéis 
nzians were looking into the Street, who fhould chance to come by, on the 
other fide the Way, but the old Dumb Father-Red-Cap, who catting up 
his Eyes, andefpying fucha parcel of Elegant Figures ftanding at the 
Window, made a full ftop over-againtt the Cofee-houfe, and began 
according to his Cuftome, to fhow his Antick Poftures, and Buffvonery- 
A€tions, Dancing the Soldiers Dance, and playing abundance of Fools 
Pranks, to engage Paflengers to tarry ‘ard behold his Apifh Geftures ; 
and when he had Collected a Promifctious Multitude of Trades-men, 
Soldiers, Porters, Chimny-Sweepers and Footmen, round about _ he 
| B | ronts 
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fronts his Flaxen-Wigg’d Spectators at the Cottee-houfe who 
were ftroaking down their ftragling Hairs, and fweetening the Com- 
mon-Shore of their infipid Brains by their feveral Fumigations, and 
begins to mimick the Beas, rendering himfelf immediately fo intelli- 
gible to the Rabble, by his apt Signs and ridiculous Poftures that 
the Crowd fet up a hollow, and the Eyes of the whole Mob were di- 
rected to our fqueamifh Tobacco-Haters : .Whilft the poor Deaf Come- 
d:an perceiving the Mob well pleas’d, perfifted in his Whim, and Buf- 
foon’d with excellent Humours the Strut, the Tofs of the Wig, the 
Carriage. of the Hat, the Snufh-Box, the Guiding of the Foretop, the 
Hanging of the Sword, and to each Action form’d fo fuitable a Face, 
that the moft Grave Spe€tator could not forbear Laughing. This put 
our Orangery Sparks to the Blufh, and made them retire from their Cafe- 
ments: By wh.ch time our Smoaking had given encouragement to o-

Having now fqueez’d back thro’a long dark Entry full of Rap- 
{calionly Skip-Jacks, into the open Street, my Friend bid me take Notice 
of two great Taverns on the other fide the Way. In thofe Eating- 
Houfes, fays he, as many Fools Eftates have been Squander’d away, as ever 
were {wallow’d up by the Royai-Oak-Lottery ; for every Fop, who with 
a {mail Fortune attempts to Counterfeit Quality, and is Fool enough to be 
ftow Twenty Shillings worth of Sawce upon Ten Penny worth of Meat, 
reforts to one of theie Ordinaries; where a Man that’s as Rich as Creffus 
may out-live Helsogabalas, and {pend more Money upon a Dinner, than 
a Sergeant at Law can get in a whole Iffuable Term. 


As we were thus talking, a Squadron of Horfe march’d by in order 
to relieve the Guard; my Friend ask’d me my Opinion of their appear- 
ance, and how I liked the Sight of fo many brave Englifh-men on 
Horfe-back; which, fays he, has not been feen in thefe Parts, till of late, 
this many Years? Truly, faid I, [ think they look more like Soldiers, and 
become their Poft much better in their Old Coats, then the Butter-boxes 
did in all their Finery; and indeed it’s more Natural for us to think 
they would do their own Country greater*Service upon occafion, and 
would hazzard their Lives with more heartinefs, than it is reafonable 
to expect any Foreigners would do for us. Datch=Men, for ought I know, 
may Fight in defence of Holland, or a French-Maz for the Security of 
his own Nation: But when. ever the Neceffities of Exg/and fhall torce 
her upon either of their Affiftances, fhe will find to her Sorrow, fhe 
has but a broken Reed to rely on. 


By this time they were pafs’d by us, fo we mov’d on till we came 
to the Swhteranian Ware-houfe of an Eminent Dealer in Old Boots, 
Shooes and Slippers, Spurs, Spatter-dafhes, ar*“ambages ; the front of 
his Tranflating Cavern, being adorn’d wit¥”" h fundry forts of Lea- 
therueConveniences, that I could not but thir ne was the only Humane 

Farrier. 
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Farricr, appointed to Shooe all the inferi our Quality at this end of the 
Town. My Friend and J having propos’d, fome time before, ina few 
days, to Ride down to Tunbridge, the well-furnifh’d Palace of this Coé- 
ferrovs Cafar, put us in mind of laying hold of this Opporiunity, to fir 
cr felves with fome Accouterments at beft hand, of which we were 
deilitu'e, accordingly we defcended to the Cabbin, by very fteep Gra- 
dations, with abundance of caution, where otherwife the Hillocks of 
Dirt upo > the Stairs, for want of the ufe of a Pairing-fhovel, might have in- 
danger’d our Necks; and the Jamb above us, without Humbling our 
Carcaffes, threaten’d us with a Broken Head; but with-Care and Gen- 
tlenefs we got tate to the Bottom, where the Grizly Crepidariaz fat Uni- 
ting of Diilenting Soles, who by their Stubborn Difagreablenefs, had 
broke the Threds ot Unity, and feparated themfelves, to their Makers 
difhonour, from their upper Leathers: As foonas he faw us, he bid us 
Welcome, Difmounting his Glafs Adjutants, who Rid a Cock-horfe 
on his Nofe, lays by his Work with as much chearfulnefs as an Old 
Whore does the Practice of Piety, upon the reception ofa Vifitant ; and 
ask’d us, What we wanted? Ve told him Bocts ; who prefentiy furnifh’d 
us with all forts and fizes; among{t which parcel, after a little fearch, 
we pitch’d upon fuch that pleas’d us, and fat down upon a Stool hew’d 
out of the whole Timber for Durations Sake, in order to try ’em on; 
in which interval,a Ragged Iv:(b-man (which in this Town is faid to be a 
wonder) came down and defir’d him, in his Irifh Accent, to fhow hima 
Pair of Shooes; Cri/piz being alittle bufie in giving us his Attendance, 
believing us the better Cuftomers, happen’d thro’ Carelefnefs to hand 
him a couple of Shooes which were not Fellows, Teagae draws on one, 
and it fitted fim very well, but when he try’d the other, he found it was 
much too little, and quite of another fort ; By my Shoul, dear “foy, fays he, the 
Mans Fats that wore thefe Brocues were not Fellows: Prithee let me {ce another 
Pair. The Cobler looking upon the Shooes,and finding his miftake,and caft. 
ing his Eye upon the Fellows Feet, difcover’d his Stockins to be of differ- 
ent Colours: J thought Majfter, fays he, you would have had your Shooes as you 
have your Stockins , one of one furt, and one of another ; but however, if these wont 
do, Pll fee further tf I can fityoa. Accordingly hands him another Paw with 
the Toe of one (as is ufual) thruft into the other. The Irifb-maz puts on his 
old Shooes again, ina great Paffion, and takes his leave in thefe Words, 
By Chreeft and Shaint Patrick, ye are a Sheating Kenave. De you tink E 
will buy a Pair of Brogues dat tde Little one ifb big enough to hold tde Great 
one in ifb Bally? How, by my Sheul, can you tink dey will fit my Fats, dat 
ave bott? of a fmallnefs ? And away he trips up Stairs in his aged Pumps, 
made Sandals by much wearing, that they were fore’d to be Lac’d on 
with Pack-thread ; and fo march’d off in a great fury, to relieve his Pede- 
(tals, at the next Conveniency, leaving us to Chatter with our Drol- 
ling Mandungus Pufter, who fitted us with what we wanted, at reafon- 
able Rates, like a Man of Contcience, without ufing half fo many Lyes 
and Canting Retervations as a Sober Citizen in his Shop, but gave usa 
hearty Welcome into the Bargain; and fo we parted. 


When we had Crawl'd up again into the Street, like a couple of Gen- 
tlemen Soldiers out of "Sfwo-peany Ordinary, the firft Object with 
which our Eyes were “ted, was the Brazen. Statue of that Pious 
Prince King Char/es the Firft on Horfe-back, whofe Righteous Life, Un- 
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happy Reign, unjuft Sufferings, unparallell’d Martyrdom, fhall bury 
Monuments, out-live Time, and ftand up with Eternity: I could not* 
without the higheft Concern, and deepeft Refle€tions on his great Mit 
fortunes, behold the Image of that Good Man, in whofe Artful Effigy 
may be feen the Piety, Majefty, Mercy, Patience and Innocency of .the 
Maichlefs Original, the Cauflefs Difturbance of whofe Reign, and the 
Barbarous Ufages of whofe Perfon, will ftick as Thorns, 1 hope, in the 
* fides of Faction, till they are Crufh’d into that Anarchy, from whence 
they had their firft beginning. Thus did we ftand:a while Rumina- 
ting upon the fad Cataftrophe of this unhappy Prince, till at laft his 
Venerable Statue infpir’d me with thefe following Lines, which I hopé 
the Unprejudic’d Reader will Receive with Candour.

From Chairing-Crofe we turn’d up towards the Strand, at the Entrance 
of which, I obferv’?d an Ancient Stone Fabrick, in the Front of it 
I beheld, with farisfa&tion, the handy-work of our Kore-Fathers, in» 
C whofe 
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whofe fully’d Antiquity I could difcern much more Beauty than my 
Genius can difcover in any Modern Building. What a thoufand Pi- 
ties, faid I, is it that fo Noble a Palace, which appears fo Magnificent and 
Venerable, fhould not have the old Hofpitaliry continued within-fide, 
anfwerable to its outward Grandure. ‘Truly, fays my Friend, it isa 
preat Scandal to the prefent Age, That Quality {hould fo Degenerate from 
their Anceftors ; and inftead of imitating the Liberality of their Grand- 
fires, in Relieving the Diftreffes of their Neighbours, Supplying the 
Wants of their Poor Friends and Relations, and (to the Honour of them- 
felves and Country) giving Charitable Entertainments to Strangers and 
Travellers, now fquander away their Eftates in Whoring, Gaming, 
and External Foppery, to the difgrace of fo Flourifhing a Nation, the 
Scandal of that Dignity to which God hath rais’d ’em, and to the Ruin 
of Themfelves and Families. For it may be Obferv’d, that when Great 
Men, who are indeed no more than Heavens Stewards for the Poor, 
difcharg’d their Duty to thofe. unhappy Wretches, who by the dif-abi- 
lities of Nature, or the Contingent Mutabilities of this Life, were re- 
duc’d to Neceffity, they added to their own Fortunes, by an Improve- 
ment of their Eftates ; and whilft they fupported in their Houfes a Com- 
mendable Hofpitality, they were always attended with fuch Profperity, 
that their Riches were preferv’d by Providence from any Chance or fatal 
Devaftation. Whercas I could inftance on the contrary (could it 
be done without Reflection) many Families now in being, who are 
brought to Beggary from very Plentiful Eftates, who neither fignaliz’d 
their Loyalty to the Crown, their Affection to their Country, their 
Kindneis to their Low Relations, their Charity to the Poor, or Good 
to the Publick, by any expenfive Act, as ever was made manifeft, but 
worm’d out of their Patrimony by the fraud of Gamefters, the fubtle- 
nefs of Lewd Women, Emulation of Gaity, and the Treacherous Delu- 
fions of Hyppocrites and:Flatterers. Methinks, faid I, you have Preach’d 
avery Notable Sermon; this would rather have become the Mouth of 
a Clergy-man, than.a Man of your Youth and Airinefs. You muft confi- 
der, fays he, we Libertines have our Sober Intervals, as well as the 
Grave Puritan in private has his Comfortable Refrefhments; for the 
difference between us, lies only in this particular, We Do feldom what 
they Practice, and they Practice feldom, what we often Do. 


We mov’d on along the Strand, as Leifurely as a couple of Vallet de 
Chambres out of Place, in fearch ofa Dinner; meeting nothing remark- 
able till we came to the New-Exchange, into which Serag4o of Fair Ladies,

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Having taken a Satisfaétory furvey of this Jilts Acadamy, where

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and if you will be your Club towards Eight Shillings, we'll go in. and 
Sweat, and you fhall feel the effeéts of this Notable Invention: With 
allmy Heart, faid I, you know, I am always conformable to whatever 
you propofe; fo accordingly he Conduéted me to the Houfe, thro’? which 
we pafs’d intoa long Gallery, where my Friends Acquaintance receiv’d 
him with much Gladnefs; I had not walk’d above once the length of the 
Gallery, but I began to find my Self as warm as a Cricket at an Oven’s 
Mouth: My Friend telling him we defign’d to Sweat, he from thence in- 
troduc’d us into a Warmer Climate.
